Not only an k them' ntalemrnta Irur. but again, il hHn 
Ikvn President Collier who haa ahaped lhe polirie* of Ihe 
expoailinn organization and defined the character of lhe 
unique exposition which San Diego propose* to hold in 191ft, 
If there ia any oihrr man in lhe world with the nerve and 
the geniuf In a**ert lhai San Diego could and would hold 
an exposition different in every eAwrtilial fealure from any 
other exposition ever held in lhe world, and ihen 1u go ahead, 
Kitiglr handedly. and work out the problem* that enlerrt! 
into the proposition of huilding an atmoluMy unique iu- 
lercalirinal exposition, San Diego docan'l know ihal man. 
Rul San Dir go dor* know ihal Collier haa done theie things, 
and l>efore lhe year of 191ft *ha|| have panned inlo hixtory 
it ii nfe la say that lhe world will know it. It b* hard now 
to make people believe lhat San Diego ia going to hold an 
exposition lhat will atlrarl the attention of the whole world, 
but Colonel Collier ran do even that, lie will du it. before 
lie ia through. 

Collier 4 ! biography h pretty well known to the majority 
of San Diegan*, bul he ii beginning to attract a great deal 
of attention in many other place* heaidea San Diego, and 
40 it will he all right to uy jti*l a word here about what 
he haa done, ami who he ia. 

D. C. Collier waa born in a Colorado mining camp, lie 
came of a dialinguiahed family. Ilia father waa interested 
in mining, and also owned and operated aevrral ncwapiper*. 
Karly in life Collier determined to hiteh hia wagnn to hi* 
nvru alar, lie studied law, and waa admitled to the bar at 
an early age. When the oil exeiletnrnt broke out in Beau¬ 


mont. Texa*. hr went there, and made eumiderablr money. 
Later he went to Louifliaiia and atlrmpted In alarl an oil 
exeileraenl of hit own, lull it (M'lrrcd out. Collier left 
Louisiana p>Hir but nut dluwiuragcd 

From Louiniana ('oilier mue tu San Diego atul Mettled 
down. Hr Ii 14 made San Diego hi« Immr ever amer, bul he 
ia of a restless di*porfitiot), and he ha* frivolled irnw the 
eorilinent xnmelhing like forty linn 1 ! I lei ween time* he 
haa improved lhe opportunity to acquire a considerable 
amount of San Diego real ratal*, and haa grown rich in the 
acquirement of Ihe uric, lie haa practiced law. dabbled 
in polities, built ifrret railway*, houghl ami aold real enlalc, 
and worked in ■ bank. And all lhe time he rnntinurd to 
Ik>o«I for San Diego, until Anally hr grow into the grealexl 
honater the Paeillr enail baa rvrr known, and Ihr Pacific 
rout ban known mlur grral tiuotlcn. 

Collier owned ihr llrxt flUlnmohilr in San Diego, and alxo 
lhe flrd graphophniir turd for dictation He haa half a 
diiaen aulomnlillim now. and in thinking of buying an aero¬ 
plane. hut I lie graphophniir lira in ita corner alone, all mv- 
rred with dual and huitrd in tone. Collier ejuCt ail ilill 
long enough tn une it to any advantage. 

Collier ia a big man, not only physically hut menially. 
A* ihe staying ia, lie would lie notirrd anywhere in a crowd. 
And thia it nut altogether Iteratin' af lhe peculiar it in nf hia 
drew*, although lie always wean a aufl ihirl and collar, even 
when he gor* in call nil the Pmidrnl if Ihe While llnnxc, 
and he always Wrarx a broad-brimmed wifi hal Hr never 
wrira auipender*. Hr generally wran a umilc.

San Diegu does not prop<*e tu "rival" San Francificu in 
ihe effort 1u promote a World'a Fair. Il wan never the in- 
icntion of San Diego to duplicate the expedition* previously 
held in Chicago, St. I*tiui«. or even Seattle or Portland. When 
ihe enterprise waa bmaclicd in Sriilemlier, 19111, and when il 
win Anally derided that Ihe rump let ion of ihe Panama canal 
in 1915 would he filling npporlunity In romniemnrale ihe be¬ 
ginning of civilization in California and airing Ihe northern 
Pacific cojlaI' il wam n1*o determined llial ihr unde Making 
■hould he in perfect keeping wilh Ihe unique chancier of 
llial civil in lion, and exemplary of the progivai of event* 
since the Aral settlement of thii region of Ihe Wrd and Snulh- 


11K *'oulaidr" feature of the Panania-California 
Kxpoailintj in to hr it* Mission architecture. 
Thi* will Ik* one nf ihe many unique fcalurca 
of an cxpoailiun wholly unique. There ia no 
arrhitcclmv in Ihr world precisely like that 
which thr minimi falher* of early California used for their 
edifice*.

A N expedition of Ihe brop* and inlenlion planned hy the 
ranama-Califiirnia enterprise ia especially adapinl to 
Ihe probabilities underlying ihe fulure of San Diego. Thin 
exposition i« mil only ciunnh'inuralivc «if Ihe completion nf 
Ihc greatest engineering work of modem limes: but il id 
Ihe culmination of yean of effort lo build a cilv on ihe only 
landlocked harbor of Ihe Pacific coast except San Franriaeu 
Kay. Thia exposition ia alio the real loginning of a new era 
in ihe hitdory of thr wralern world. 

San Diego, where ihe cxpoailiun will lie hold in 11115, ia 
Ihe Aral port of call in Ihc Cniled Slaton north of ihc Panama 
canal. The diatance from San Diegu lo ihe canal ia three 
thousand milm and thia port will lie the moit •■unvenirnl for 
coaling all alcamcra croaajng the Pacific either way. When 
thr San Diego ami Arinina railroad ia completed lo Yuma,

I'. tVillier and nllirr nii'iulirrs af ihe legislative 
lummillre of Ihe exposition wrote from Washington. after 
having hern Ihcrr several week*, Ihat indications far a murh 
larger exposition lhan had previously been figured an were 
apparent An ihr work iu Washington proceeded ihe fueling 
breami' stronger and stronger lhat there muni he ample room 
for growlh, and thru rame the trip through ihr southern 
■lairs, when Direr lord iciiiTn] (oilier and <i. GftMVrnur Dawr 
of the Soulhrrn t'ammerrial Cangmw, aroused ihe enthus¬ 
iasm of ihe southerners in Ihe exposition In a high pilch, 
and secured promise* of partieipaliun that made it certain 
ihe original ailr would nnl raiilain the exposition. 

Meanwhile a representative of the government of Brazil, 
who had mel and talked wilh Dir^lor (lenml Collier and 
other repn^cDlativra of ihe exposition in New Orleans. fimr 
to San Diego. Thii rrpresenlalive was Eugenio Dahnc. and 
he passed several days iu the cily, going over ihe expoailion 
subject wilh Ac linn Dirrelor-Grnrral Joseph W Seftou. Jr., 
and member* of ihr Hoard of Directors 

Al the end of his visit he announced authoritatively whal 
Brazil would be willing to do at ihe Panama-California Ex- 
(Kwilion. The announcement opened Ihr eye* of the expo¬ 


ailion dirtclora. Whal Brazil would do, doublleaa other 
countries of tenlral and ifaulh America also would do, and 
Ihe original ailr would not conlain even that murh. lei alone 
whal might come from many other nourres. It waa al this 
time Ihal Ihe enlarged plan for Ihe exposition, presented by 
Director uf Works Allen wan approved as Iu general feature* 
by Director-Uencral Collier, with the undchdnnding Ihal 
change* mIiiII he made la meet exigencies as Ihe) 1 ahall arise. 

This plan allows Ihe main entrance to Ihe exposiliun 
grounds al l*aund and Park avenue nn Ihe wi**1 aide of Ca¬ 
rrillo Canyon. A estlsrw/ty and bridge lead In Ihe e&zl aide 
of the eanyon. when* ri*e llir main building* uf ihe exposi¬ 
tion. nurruunding a rectangular court. From the gate al 
Laurel si reel tn ihe cartem end of ihe bridge will lie urna» 
menial plazas and t*splaiiadrs 1 all within the exposition 
grounds. The entrance In Ihr rrulral court of hanar will be 
through this group of building* 

leading saulh from Ihe raiirl af honor is a ulrcet lhat de- 
ls>i|rhirs inlu a rrclaugular plaza, rounded uti ihe ends — Ihr 
Plaza do las Republican America Al ihr sotilh side af this 
plaza will lie the huge enlhuidugical buililing, a structure 
ihal will In* buill in Ihe uld Spanish-American style wilh a 
patio. To Ihe wesl and down ihe mesa from this building 
will be Ihe alale and foreign huilding*. 

The main buildings being on Ihe axis, nr renlral line of 
Ihe bridge, will he grouped around formal ruurls and will 
include thr California. Arl, Agrieulture. Horticulture, hoih 
Lilieral Arts ami Machinery, I'uited Slate* Governmenl and 
mining exhihii buildings. 

North of ihis group will In- ihr huge botanical gardrus 
with the tinesl and mo-si extensive lath hoiur ever huill. 
The lalh house will lie uimrthing like GOU feci square and 
100 feet high, with a central court fur band concert*, foun¬ 
tains and other fealures. Surrounding it will hr the ex¬ 
hibits of the different great need houses of ihe world. Herr 
also will Ik- ihr ouldoor exhibits, such as ihuue from the re¬ 
clamation. conservation and Corral service! of the govern¬ 
ment and the great Indian mtigress wilh ihe village* and 
fields of thr aborigine*, cliff dwelling* and puebloa. 

Arrows Spanish Canyon will he a dam Ihal will impound a 
lagoon la lie used ■* an auxiliary walcr supply for the rlly 
tire depart merit, a reservoir of o4J ,00(1.1 mi gallons capacity. 
Around ihis lagoon will be grouped urrumrnlil trees, vines 
and flower*. and il will be rutmeetrd wilh Ihr general park 
*y*tem as a pertuaneni fealure. 

The bridge aiul causeway form a system of parked rsplan- 
adr from Laurel alrrel slraighl into ihe center uf the park, 
and will hr permanent, a« will Ihe lagoon tin ihe ca*l side of 
Ihe me«ui in Spanish eanyon. All Ihe grading, alrvcl and 
road work will l>e m arranged Ihal when ihe temporary 
building* arc rrmuvctl. ihcre will lie a ayalem of roads and 
slreeta. wilh ornamental rrnlera. Ihe permanent building* 
surrounded wilh groves of Irrca and flowering huahea. 

The plan* ho far approved call for foundation apace to the 
extent of about 16o irrn. Added Ic ihia must be ihe space 
required for ihe formal gardens, ouldoor exhihii*, for si recta 
and courts. The whole spice required ia about 350 acres. 
The site ia on high and mmparalively level ground from 
which a view of Ihe city, harbor iml ocean always can be 
had. The mountains form ihr background, the whole ii(* 
being almnNl in thr center of Ihe city, instead of removed 
from ihe huainesM center hy aeveral miles. 

Architect Goodhue ia in love with ihe new plana and hai

Hort iculiurc i* In hr the main outdoor feature of Ihr ex* 
position. The dimale permit* nf unlimited experiment* and 
a diversity uf exhibits never before possible at an interna- 
lional exposition Hundreds of thousand* of trees, vines and 
dowering plafila arr nnw bring propagated for this exhihi- 
linn. At no time in the history 1 of exposition* has there horn 
laid nut inch an ambitious program along horticultural line*. 
From the moment the viailor enters the grounds of the Ex¬ 
position iiillj] he leaves hr will pass through and hr sur¬ 
rounded by examples nf horticultural possibilities such as 
hr never saw before. 

One huge section of the grounds will he devoted to gar¬ 
dens and a great nursery, a lath house, and a system of 
Mura I gardens the like of u hieh has never been seen in 
Ameriea. In another portion nf ihr grounds will he Ihc 
arrlion deviled tn the Little Landers and thrir mmli'l farms.

working for wage* in any cilv of lIm east nr middle west, 
where ihr rigor* nf winter follow the withering heal uf 
summer year after year, in paralysing, diftenergizing, suc¬ 
cession. 

This iraum will he taught easily and pleasantly. The 
visitor tn the exposition will paca clown a central prado 
lined with Irm and biuhc* he never nmv before. Each and 
all of then* tree* will be of varietii 1 * valuable for the wood, 
for their medicinal leave*, nr llieir fruit. Hi* flnl digres¬ 
sion from ihc main sired will lie tu enter s formal garden 
planted imuml a shallow pool, a dream place lllled with 
every variety of waler plant, shade*! by plranant trees and 
surrounded by beautiful vim**. Itcfnrc him will rise in 
majestir and entrancing Itcauly such a Islh hmiir ns has 
never been seen in the world, a palace of beauty lhat will 
make the memory of ihe glory nf Solomon's temple fade 
into insignificance, a palace of bloom and fragrance possi¬ 
ble only in a climale like that of San Diego where the ex¬ 
position ii lo be open the year round. 

Surrounding this bower of beauly will be formal gardens 
planted in trow and grass, a resting place and a play ground, 
llankrd by fruit Irecs, herrie* ami all the utilitarian flora 
known to modern horticultural!*!*. This Motion nf the ex¬ 
position will fill a large space, and wilh the Litlle Landers 
and aiiisll fumm will present a Ickhoii thal cannot fail of 
its purpose. 

With plenty «if gi nhI noil, abundance of water and all ihe 
atim of experience nf the most expert hurticulluralista in 
the world, it is a foregone conclusion thal I his srrtion of 
the I’anama-Califoniia International Exposition will be 
worlh rrowing the mntinent lo see. Once seen it eanmit 
fail lo atlrarl lo the soil of Southern California every Innd 
hungry man and woman nf the hlizxard haunted east who 
visila ihe exposition.

A hern t nnr hnndrril huxinr«x turn attended, listened tn 
ihr stirring talks on Ihr subject. and ihrn signal thrir 
namrt tn Ihr rmin h<r*h ip r«ll. W. L. Frrvrrt was elected 
president and J. X. Neukirk st'crclary. tiffin* were en¬ 
gaged in ihr Fnx-Ileller iJInek and buxinr*n opened. A art 
nf rules on advertising was adnptrd, charity solicitation 
was rrgulalrd. and a rrrdil reporting and rollrrting system 
inaugurated. 

At thr end of thr tlr»l vrar il wan found that fully $L"».- 
(JOO had been saved thr no-inhcrx hy turning down numernu* 
applications for advertising permits which did nnt have ihr 
true ring tn them. Much good had si mi ttren armmpliahrd 
in other directions. hill Ihr rrrdil rrporting fralurr had rot 
hri*tiiur especially valuahlr for lark of proper organization. 

I'pon request nf ih»< directors, W O. Talbot, who for 
rlrvrti year* had managed Dunn a Mercantile Agency here, 
investigatril ihr rrrdit reporting work which hail Item done 
and found il wholly inadequate lo Ihr urnln of thr mem¬ 
ber*. Fpoti hi* recommendation thr Association wax ivg* 
ularly incorporated under ihr slale lam. ami umlrr his di¬ 
rection an up-to-dalr and eflkiriil rrrdit reporting system 
was mtahlivlird- 11 f\ Pnivin of Grand Rapid*. Michigan, 
was employed til take personal charge of that feature of the 
Association work from June I, l*K>9. and in thr following 
August Mr. Talhnt wax elected secretary and he assumed 
arlivr management <if all ilr part turn la.

Thr original advertising nili-v with several aniendmenlx.
